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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1, 2, 20, and 21, drawn to an isolated polypeptide, classified in class 530, 
subclass 350. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to an isolated antibody, classified in class 530, subclass 387. 1. 

III. Claims 4, 5, 8-1 1, 22, and 23, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid molecule, vector, 
host cell, classified in class 435, subclass 252.3. 

IV. Claim 6, drawn to a gene chip, classified in class 435, subclass 810. 

V. Claim 7, drawn to a transgenic non-human animal, classified in class 800, 
subclass 8. 

VI. Claim 12, drawn to a method for detecting the presence of a peptide, classified in 
class 435, subclass 7.1. 

VII. Claim 13, drawn to a method for detecting the presence of a nucleic acid, 
classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

VIII. Claims 14 and 15, drawn to a method for identifying a modulator of a peptide, 
classified in class 435, subclass 4. 

IX. Claim 16, drawn to a method for identifying an agent that binds to a peptide, 
classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

X. Claim 17, a pharmaceutical composition comprising an agent that binds to a 
peptide, classified in class 424, subclass 130.1. 

XI. Claim 1 8, drawn to a method for treating a disease or condition mediated by a 
human drug-metabolizing enzyme protein, classified in class 424, subclass 178.1. 

XII. Claim 19, drawn to a method for identifying a modulator of the expression of a 
peptide, classified in class 435, subclass 7.21. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions of Groups I-V and X are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 

that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). The products of 
Groups I-V and X are independent chemical entities and require different literature searches. 

Inventions of Groups VI-IX, XI, and XII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). The 
processes of Groups VI-IX, XI, and XII are distinct both physically and functionally; require 
different process steps, reagents, and parameters; have different purposes; and produce different 
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products. 

Inventions of Groups I, VII, XI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). Each of the processes 
of Groups VII and XI do not require the product of Group I. 

Inventions of Groups III, VI, VIII, IX, XI, and XII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated 
if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 
Each of the processes of Groups VI, VIII, IX, XI, and XII do not require the product of Group III. 

Inventions I and (VI, VIII, IX, and XII) are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product such as using the polypeptide in a process for 
producing antibodies against the polypeptide. 

Inventions III and VII are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product such as using the nucleic acid in a process for the recombinant 
production of a polypeptide. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
